Crop Reporting Service 
Notes Decline In Yield 
During Past Season 


SAN FRANCISCO,—The Califor- 
nia grape production increased | 
enough this year to keep this state | 
furnishing 88 per cent of the na-'! 
tion’s supply. Most other late fruits 
had good prospects. ' 

The official estimate of the Cali- | 
fornia Crop Reporting Service was | 
2,181,000 tons, compared with 2,228.- | 
000 tons last year. | 

The fruit survey showed a de- 
crease in California pear produc- 
tion to 9,542,000 bushels from 10,- 
542,000 of last year. Despite the} 
drop of 1,000,000 bushels, Califor- 
nia had virtually half again more} 
than Washington, the next nearest 
state in pear growing. 

Washington’s crop increased to, 
6,585,000 bushels from 5,799,000 and 
Oregon’s to 4,418,000 from 4,229,- 
000. 

These three states had rough- 
ly two thirds of the nation’s pears. 
The United States crop was esti-

mated at 32,187,000 bushels com- 
pared with 31,047,000 last year. 

The walnut crop prospect was 
diminished by blight and worm 
damage, The California orchards 
were figured to turn out 43,000! 
tons, early indications pointed to- 
ward a large olive harvest.

Promises Success In 
Greek Campaign Despite 
Present Difficulties 


By UNITED PRESS 
Benito Mussolini thundered to the 


Italian populace today Rome’s an- 
cient battle cry “Delenda est Car- 
thago!”” but for the name of Car- 
thage he substituted that of the 
British Empire. 

As Greek troops pounded. at Il 
Duce’s modern legions in the 
| mountains of southern Albania and 
northern Greece, Mussolini broke 
the silence he has maintained since 
Italy’s entrance into the war. 

He spoke from Venice Palace to 
denounce Britain as a modern Car- 
thage and to characterize Italy’s 
war effort as similar to the third 
Punic war which after three years 
of bloody fighting ended in 146 B. 
C. with annihilation of Rome’s an- 
|cient rival, Carthage. 

The Greek war, Mussolini promis- 
ed, would be carried to successful 
conclusion despite Greek resistance 
and British aid. 

“Once I am started,” he thun- 
dered, ‘no one can stop me.” 

He placed Italian casualties in 
the Greek campaign thus far at the 
| insignificant total of 362 dead. 
| There was little in the report 
| from the fighting front in Greece to 
| indicate an early rehabilitation of 
Italian arms in that theatre. 

Great Britain and Germany 
pounded at each other with pun- 
| ishing air attacks. Berlin reported 
| heavy weekend attacks on the Brit- 
ish south coast where two British 
ships were reported sunk. South- 
ampton, another British airplane

rN pioneer days, the man of the family proudly brought home a wild turkey for Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner. Eating that turkey, though it was probably a bit on the scrawny side, was

Today, our turkey arrives via the 
butcher’s boy.

Since an abundant harvest of 
corn was joyful cause for Thanks- 
giving on the part of our fore- 
fathers, I like to acknowledge that 
fact by serving a corn soup for my 
Thanksgiving dinner:

Melt butter, add flour and cook 
until frothy.

SACRAMENTO — A total of 31 
convictions were obtained in Cali- 
fornia Courts during the month of 
October against persons who at- 
tempted to defraud the state by ob- 
taining unemployment insurance to 
which they were not entitled, 

This announcement was made to- 
day by R. G. Wagenet, director of 
the California Department of Em- 
ployment, who stated a total of 57 
complaints had been issued during 
the month. Some of the cases are 
still pending, Wagenet said. 

Since January 1, 1938, California 
courts have convicted 455 persons 
of making fraudulent certificates 
out of 565 complaints issued, the 
department statistics reveal. 

“This practice of making fradu- 
lent claims,” Wagenet said, “must 
and will be stamped out through a 
continued vigilance by the Depart-: 
ment and through due process of 


law.”
